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REMARKS 

Response to Rejection off Claims 45. 46. and 49 under 35 U.S.C. 102fb) 

The Office has rejected claims 45 and 49 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Wjik (5551098), the Office has rejected claims 45 and 46 under 35 
U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being anticipated by Jsbjt (6256800). 

In accordance with the telephonic interview conducted on June 2, 2005, 
Applicant has amended claims 45 and 46 consistent therewith, wherein it was 
mutually agreed that the art of record, including Wilk and Isbit. does not teach the 
limitations of claims 45 and 46 as currently amended. 

Response to Rejection off Claims 46 and 47 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) 

The Office has rejected claims 46 and 47 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Tanaka et al . (5201080) in view of Tsipov (5513396). the 
Office has rejected claims 47-50 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over jsbjt (6256800). 

In accordance with the telephonic interview conducted on June 2, 2005, 
Applicant has amended claims 45 and 46 consistent therewith, wherein it was 
mutually agreed that the art of record, including Tanaka et al .. Tsipov . Wilk. a nd 
Isbit . does not teach the limitations of claims 45 and 46 as currently amended.
